Claim 61 is amended to depend from claim 59 and not claim 60. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 59-88 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 84-88 have 
already been allowed and the reasons for allowance are of record. 

Regarding claim 59, upon which claims 60-83 depend, the prior art fails to teach or fairly 
suggest a tracking system for a combination of sporting articles, where, in the context of all other 
limitations of claim 59, there exists one transmitter assigned to a retaining mechanism and 
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another assigned to a shoe such that a control unit analyzes the data to ascertain whether the 
retaining mechanism and the sport shoe are safe together.
